Says Old Parties Are Merely “Husks” 


and 
Declares 
For 
Regulation of 


Courts and Control of the Trusts. 


With the Coliseum in Chicago pack­ 
ed with men and women and frequent­ 
ly 
interrupted 
by 
cheers, 
Colonel 
llobsevelt outlined the doctrines of the 
new National Progressive party. 


Tuesday’s session of the convention 
was called to order by Temporary 
Chairman Beveridge. 


After prayer by a local minister, the 
report oi the credentials committee 
was adopted. The colored contestants 
from Mississippi and Florida were re­ 
jected and the white delegates were 
seated. 


Colonel Roosevelt was escorted to 
the convention by a committee of fif­ 
teen delegates and was greeted with 
prolonged applause. When quiet was 
restored he began the delivery of his 
speech. 


Mr. Roosevelt’s speech strikes a key­ 
note for his followers and supporters 
in the new party. It lays down the plan 
of battle to he waged by the National 
Progressive party. “The two old par­ 
ties/’ he said, “are husks, with no real 
soul within either, divided on artificial 
lines, boss ridden and privilege con­ 
trolled, each a jumble of incongrouous 
elements and neither daring to speak 
out wisely and fearlessly what should 
be said on the *ital issues of the day.” 
As opposed to this incongruity and in­ 
sincerity of action he asserted that 
the National Progressive platform will 
he “a contract with the people,” with 
definite and concrete provision to be 
carried out if the people ratify the 
contract on election day as exactly and 
honestly “as if it were actually en­ 
forceable under the law." 


Neither the Republican nor the Dem­ 
ocratic platforms or managers show 
any adequate recognition of the mighty 
fact “that we are now in the midst of 
a great economic evolution.” This ir­ 
resistible 
movement 
for 
economic 
change and 
improvement must be 
guided “by common sense and the 
highest ethical standards“ in order to 
prevent reasonable evolution from be­ 
coming dangerous revolution. The Dem­ 
ocratic party, as is indicated by its 
present record in congress, lacks the 
common 
sense, and the Republican 
party, by its record of stolen delegates 
at the Chicago convention, lacks the* 
ethical standards. 


“The actions of the Chicago conven­ 
tion and to an only less degree of the 
Baltimore convention have shown in 
striking fashion how little the people 
do rule under our present conditions.“ 
In order to assure this popular rule 
Mr. Roosevelt urged the adoption of 
presidential 
primaries, popular elec­ 
tion of senators, the short uallot, effi­ 
cient corrupt practices act, qualified 
use of the initiative and referendum 
and recall. 
The recall should be ap 
plied to administrative officers. 


The Courts and the People. 


Under 
this 
head 
Mr. Roosevel: 
strongly emphasized the necessity of 
the sovereign people preserving a 
check on every branch of public ser­ 
vice. “The American people and not 
the courts are to determine their own 
fundamental policies.“ 
This does not 
mean that the people are to interfere* 
in cases which involve merely ques­ 
tions of justice between individuals 
except that “means should be devised 
for making it easier -than at present 
to get rid of an incompetent judge.“ 
But when a judicial decision involves 
an interpretation of what the people 
mean by the constitutions which they 
have framed and laws passed by the 
people are nullified because the cours 
say those laws are contrary to the peo­ 
ple’s will as expressed in their consti 
tution there must be a “reference t. 
the people of the public effect of such 
decisions under forms securing full de- 
liberation,“ to the end that the people 
may rectify this alleged defect in tlie.r 
constitution by a popular vote having 
all the force of a constitutional amend­ 
ment. 
“I am well aware that every up­ 
holder of privilege, every hired agen 
or beneficiary of the special interest«, 
including many well meaning parlor- 
reformers, will denoum e all this as 
'socialism 
or 
‘anarchy1—the 
same 
terms they used in the past in de­ 
nouncing the movements to control the 
railroads and to control #publlc utili­ 
ties. As a matter of fact, the proposi­ 
tions I make constitute neither an­ 
archy nor socialism, but, on the con­ 
trary, a corrective for socialism and 
an antidote to anarchy.” 


Control of th# Tru*t*. 


in addition to punisnuient ior wrong­ 
doing by the trusts, the imperative de­ 
mand is effective and complete regu­ 
lation. There should be applied to ail 
industrial concerns engaged in inter­ 
state 
commerce in which 
there i*> 
either monopoly or control of the mai* 
ket the principles already adopted “in 
regulating transportation concerns en 
gaged in such commerce. 
The anti 
trust law should be kept on the statute 
book to be invoked against every hi* 
concern tending to monopoly or guilty 
of anti-social practic es. At the samt 
time a national industrial coijimissiuij 
should be created which s 401 Id hu\ t* 
complete power to regulate and < >n 
troi all the great industrial concern 
engaged in interstate business—whi b 
practically means all ol them in th & 
country. This commission should ex­ 
ercise over these industrial concernv 
like powers to those exercised ovei 
the railways by the inteistate com 
meree commission and over the na 
tional banks by the comptroller of tin 
currency 
and additional poweis ii 
found 
necessary.” 
The 
commissioi, 
“should have free access to the boobs 
nf each corporation and power to fcnu 


out exactly now it treats us employe*, 
its rivals and the general public. An* 
corporation voluntarily coining under 
the commission should not be prose 
cuted under tho anti-trust law as long 
as it obeys in good faith the orders o* 
the commission.0 
When corporation.' 
not submitting themselves to the regu­ 
lations of the commission or cleailv 
evading or violating its orders arc 
prosecuted under the anti-trust law 
and convicted, the commission should 
have the duty of seeing “that the de­ 
cree of the court is nut into effect com­ 
pletely.“ 
Only In this way can thoro 
be avoided “such gross scandals as 
those attendant upon the present ad­ 
ministration’s 
prosecution 
of 
the 
Standard Oil and the tobacco trusts,“ 
a prosecution which has merely re 
suited in increased prices to the pub­ 
lic, injury to the small competitor and 
actual financial benefit to the trusts 
themselves. 


Justice For Wageworkers. 


Referring to the opening sentence of 
his address, namely, “that we are n nv 
in the midst of a great economic evo­ 
lution,“ Mr. Roosevelt presented an 
advanced and comprehensive plan to 
insure tho rights and better conditions 
for labor. “The first charge upon th►» 
industrial statesmanship of the d^y. 1 
he said, “is to prevent human was'ic. 
The dead weight of orphanage and de­ 
pleted craftsmanship, of crippled work 
ers and workers suffering from trade 
diseases, of casual labor, of insecure 
old age and of household depletion due 
to industrial conditions are, like our 
depleted soils, our gashed mountain 
sines and flooded river bottoms, so 
many strains unon the national struc­ 
ture, draining tne reserve strength ot 
all industries and showing beyond nil 
peradventure the public element an 
1 iblic coneern in industrial healt.i. 
He proposed several specific methods 
for preserving and improving “our hu­ 
man resources, and therefore our la 
bor power.“ Wage scales and other la­ 
bor data should be made public; all 
deaths, injuries and diseases due to 
industrial operation should be report 
ed to the authorities; wage commis­ 
sions should be established in the na­ 
tion and slate to determine the mini­ 
mum wage scale in different Indus 
tries; the federal government should 
investigate all industries with a v ew 
to establishing standards of sanitation 
and safety; there should bo mine an ! 
factory inspection according to stand­ 
ards fixed by interstate agreement o* 
by the lederal government; national 
and state legislation should establi h 
standards of compensation for hutus 
trial accidents and deaths and for dis­ 
eases clearly due to industrial condi 
tions; for the adoption by law of a tail* 
standard of compensation for casual 
ties resulting fatally which shall clear­ 
ly fix the minimum compensation in 
all cases; the monetary equivalent ol 
a living wage varies according to local 
conditions, but should be s iffi ienll“ 
high to make morality possible and << 
provide for education, recreation, p r ‘p 
er care of the children, maintenan 
during sickness and reasonable sa\ nq 
for old age; excessive hours o‘ la’> r 
should be prohibited for all wagework­ 
ers. and night labor of women anJ 
children should bo forbidden; 
on* 
day of rest in seven should ue pro.id 
ed by law; continuous tw nty-four hour 
labor should be divided into three 
shifts of eight hours by l.nv, tenement 
house manufacture s. *^.ld be entirely 
prohibited, and labor camps should be 
subject to governmental sanitary regu­ 
lation; all industries employing wo­ 
men and children should be si ecially 
subject to government inspection a n 1 
regulation;

Purely Business Argument for the Es­ 
tablishment of Sanltorlums for the 
Tuberculosis. 


According to figures contained In the 
annual report of Dr. H. L. Barnes, su­ 
perintendent of the Rhode Island state 
ganitorium, the earnings of the ex­ 
patients of that institution during the 
year 1911 would amount to over $266,- 
000. 
This is a sum three times as 
large as that spent each year for main­ 
tenance of the institution, including 
four per cent interest and deprecia­ 
tion charges. 


The actual earnings In 1911 of 170 
ex-patients were 
obtained 
bÿ 
Dr. 
Barnes. 
These ranged from $2 to 
$31 per week, the total earnings for 
the year amounting to $102,752.

“While institutions for the cure 
of tuberculosis are good investments, 
there is good reason for thinking that 
Institution for the isolation of far- 
advanced cases would be still better 
Investments/ 


Out of a total of 46,450 hospital days’ 
treatment given, 39,147, or 84 per cent., 
were free, the treatment costing the 
ptate on an average $200 per patient. 
Out of 188 free cases investigated, 66 
had no families and no income on ad­ 
mission to the sanitorium. 
Out of 
132 patients having homes, the num­ 
ber in the family averaged 6.2, and 
the 
average 
family earnings were 
6.46. 
in 59 cases the families had no 
Income, and in only five cases were 
there any savings, 
none 
of 
which 
amounted to as much as $100.

Appearance of Average English House 
Forbidding in the Extreme, Ac­ 
cording to Writer. 


They do these things better in the 
new countries. 
They do not make a 
fetish of space or preserve it at any 
sacrifice. A house is allowed to spread 
itself a bit, even if it is ohe of a row; 
it has a gate of its own leading to the 
back—to the pleasant garden or “back 
yard.” Colonial houses look human; 
they suggest that human creatures live 
in them, writes Sybil Carmack Smith, 
in an exchange. 
Open windows givo 
glimpses of fluttering curtains a;id of 
the 
cheerful 
appointments 
of the 
rooms within, even of the people who 
live in those rooms. 
Verandas with 
chairs, a book or a workLable are evi­ 
dences of the life of the place. Open 
doors speak of the same thing, and of 
the cheerful hospitality which awaits 
one within. 
The houses come to meet 
you—you do not need to approach 
them as one would the gates of 
a 
prison. 


“What is the use of sunshine In Eng­ 
land? On these lovely April mornings 
the grim, austere houses give the same 
front to the world as they did in 
dreary November; none of the beauty 
of nature can find a way in. I suppose 
the English people do not trust their 
climate, but they might at least be op* 
timislJc enough to make the best of it. 


These English houses are very solid, 
of course; they stand in rigid blocks 
as if they coulld defy the centuries, 
and as Jf they did mean to defy every 
one who looked at them. Neither po­ 
sition nor means has much to do with 
it; the houses of the poor and of the 
very rich give the same impression of 
uncompromising rigidity. 


But jf the front of the houses is for­ 
bidding, the back is simply inexpres* 
ibiy dreary. 


Such an Excellent Imitation of Spanish 
Cedar That They Readily Past 
for the Real Thing. 


There are now made cigar boxes of 
cardboard In such exact imitation of 
Spanish cedar boxes that they might 
anywhere be taken for the real thing. 


Three layers of a cardboard special­ 
ly made for the purpose are pressed 
together to produce a board of precise­ 
ly the right thickness, and then upon 
the outer side there is printed, from 
an engraved plate and with correct 
coloring, a photographic reproduction 
of a sheet of actual Spanish 
cedar; 
this reproduction showing the grain 
of the wood with all its variations and 
even the tiny little knots, if there are 
any. 


The bottom and the sides for a card­ 
board box are cut out all In one piece, 
so that they require neither nailing 
nor sewing. 
The end pieces, cut out 
separately, are wire stitched In by ma­ 
chine, and then the cover is put on, 
being hinged with the usual piece of 
muslin. 


These cardboard boxes made In im­ 
itation of cedar are finished in reg­ 
ulation manner, paper lined and with 
the usual paper flap to cover the cig­ 
ars. 
The outer edges are paper bound 
in the usual fashion. 
In its finished 
state the bcx contains one nail, the 
nail always found at the center of the 
front edge of the cigar box to hold the 
cover down. 
These boxes sell for 
about 30 per cent less 
than 
boxes 
made of wood.

Boston Man Claims That It Will Revo* 
lutlonlze Industry—Takes Weight 
Off of Fly Wheel, 


After experimenting for ten years, 
Fred H. Glle of Boston, who has been 
a clergyman, physician and lawyer lu 
turn, believes that he has invented % 
unlcycle engine which will revolution­ 
ize the industry. 


“I began experimenting while I was 
pastor of a church In Scituate,” said 
Mr. Gile, according to 
the 
Boston 
Traveler. 
“My boys were running a 
bicycle shop there and I became inter­ 
ested in the mechanism of engines. I 
have devoted a great deal of my time 
since then to the 
subject and now 
have evolved an engine with only one 
cylinder, which does the work of the 
ordinary four cylinder engine. 
From 
this engine I get six times as much 
power as from an ordinary engine of 
the same size. 


“By my arrangement I have don# 
away with weight on the fly or bal­ 
ance wheel. 
In the ordinary engine 
the balance or fly wheel is the heav­ 
iest part of it, but in mine it is the 
lightest part. For Instance, while the 
flywheel of an ordinary engine of 
eight horse power weighs between 300 
and 600 pounds, mine weighs only 40. 
This is because I get a continuous im* 
pulse and do not need a heavy fly­ 
wheel to balance the machine. 


“My engine is practically noiseless 
and either kerosene, alcohol or gaso­ 
line may be used in it 
There is also 
less vibration to it 
“I consider this engine of mine a 
wonderful thing for motor boats, as It 
does away with weight as well as giv­ 
ing more power in a small space. No 
fire ever comes out of the exhaust, as 
thé engine uses up the charge entire­ 
ly. You can’t hear any noise from the 
engine six feet away.”

TO MAKE PAPER FROM GRASS 


Mill to Be Started at El Paso, Tex., 
to Compel Weed to Yield Easy 
Profit to Farmers. 


El Paso, Tex., is to have a paper 
mill alongside the arena in which that 
famous place has had other kinds of 
mills which are more talked about 
This new mill Is of a good deal of con­ 
sequence as compared with the pugi­ 
listic mills. 
It is to make paper of 
bear grass. 
Even the thrifty wisdom 
of Texas was not equal to making 
anything but a nuisance of bear grass 
before the paper idea was worked out 
at St. Louis. After five years of suc­ 
cess in Missouri, El Paso, in the midst 
of millions of acres of the grass, is go­ 
ing to make paper. It is claimed that 
the highest grades of paper for or­ 
dinary print and commercial uses can 
be made of bear grass, and the prices 
range lower, 
because 
there is an 
abundant supply and the cost is all 
in gathering the grass. 
An acre of 
bear grass makes nearly as much pa­ 
per as an acre of Maine spruce trees, 
and the grass grows annually. It looks 
like sharp competition for the spruce, 
which grows in no such hurry as that 
by about 40 years.—Worcester Tele­ 
gram.

with a teaspoonful of salt and a few 
dashes of red pepper. 
Cover and 
place in a slow oven for an hour. 


A medium flank steak If carefully 
cooked Is tender, well flavored and 
palatable. 
Score the steak on both 
sides and sprinkle with a tablespoon­ 
ful of lemon Jouice or vinegar, which 
softens the fiber; a season with salt, 
pepper, a dash of nutmeg, cloves and 
a little chopped onion. 
Cover thickly 
with fine bread crumbs, roll up and 
fasten well with skewers. 
Sear over 
well in a hdt frying pan, add a pint of 
stock or water and bake an hour and 
a half. 


A dish which may be new to some 
is an old one to many of our friends 
across the water. Bonny clabber. This 
is simply milk that has become thick, 
before it is very acid. If it has stood 
and acquired cream all the better. 
Serve as one does a custard, prlnkled 
with a little grated maple sugar or 
with brown sugar.

Says Old Parties Are Merely "Husks" 


and 
Declares 
For 
Regulation 
of 


Courts and Control of ths Trusts. 


With the Coliseum In Chicago pack- 
ed with men and women and frequent- 
ly 
interrupted 
by 
cheers. 
Colonel 
Uobsevelt outlined the doctrines of the 
new National Progressive party. 


Tuesday's session of the convention 
was 
called 
to order 
by 
Temj^orary 
Chairman Beveridge. 


After prayer by a local minister» the 
report 
oi the credentials 
committee 
was adopted. The colored contestants 
from Mississippi and Florida were re- 
jected and the white delegates were 
seated. 


Colonel Roosevelt was escorted to 
the convention by a committee of fif- 
teen delegates and was greeted with 
prolonged applause. When quiet was 
restored he began the delivery of his 
speech. 


Mr. Roosevelt's speech strikes a key- 
note for his followers and supporters 
in the new party. It lays down the plan 
of battle to be waged by the National 
Progressive party. "The two old par- 
ties," ho said, "are husks, with no real 
soul wiUiln either, divided, on artificial 
lines, boss ridden and piivilege con- 
trolled, each a jumble of incongrouous 
elements and neither daring to speak 
out wisely and fearlessly what should 
be said on the orital issues of the day." 
As opposed to this incongruity and in- 
sincerity of action he asserted 
that 
the National Progressive platform will 
be "a contract with the people," with 
definite and concrete provision to be 
carried out if the people ratify 
the 
contract on election day as exactly and 
honestly "as if it were actually en- 
forceable under the law." 


Neither the Republican nor the Dem- 
ocratic platforms or managers 
show 
any adequate reoognltlon of the mighty 
fact "that we are now in the midst of 
a great economic evolution." 
This ir- 
resistible 
movement 
for 
economic 
change 
and 
Improvement 
must 
be 
guided 
"by 
common 
sense and 
the 
highest ethical standards" in order to 
prevent reasonable evolution from be- 
coming dangerous revolution. The Dom- 
ocratic party, as is indicated by Us 
present record in congress, lacks the 
common 
sense, and the 
Republican 
party, by Us record of stolen delegates 
at the Chicafio convention, lacks the 
ethical standards. 


*'Vhe actions of the Chicago conven- 
tion and to an only less degree of the 
Baltimore convention have shown in 
striking fashion how little the people 
do rule undei* our present conditions."

Mr. Roosevelt urged the adoption of

vice. "The American people and not 
the courts are to determine their ov/n 
fundamental policies." 
This does nut 
mean that the people are to interfore' 
in cases which involve merely ques- 
tions of justice 
between 
individuals 
except that "means should be dev;3Gd 
for making it easier-lhan at present 
to get rid of an incompetent judge." 
But when a judicial decision involves 
an interpretation of what the people 
mean by the constitutions which they 
have framed and laws passed by the 
people are nullified because the cour s 
say those laws are contrary to tlie peo- 
ple's will as expressed In their const! 
tution there must be a "reference 
t . 
th« people of the public effei-t of si:ch 
decisions under forms securing full de- 
liberation," to the end that the people 
may rectify this alleged defect in the-r 
constitution by a popular vote having 
aU the force of a constitutional amend- 
ment. 


"I am well aware that every up- 
holder of privilege, every hired af?en

According to figures contained in the 
annual report of Dr. H. L. Barnes, su- 
perintendent of the Rhode Islapd state 
ganitorium, the earnings of the ex- 
patients of that Institution during the 
year 1911 would amount to over |266,- 
000. 
This is a sum three times as 
large as that spent each year for main- 
tenance of the institution, including 
four per cent interest and deprecia- 
tion charges. 


The actual earnings in 1911 of 170 
ex-patients were 
obtained 
bjr 
Dr. 
Barnes. 
These ranged from |2 to 
$31 per week, the total earnings for 
the year amounting to |102,762. 
On 
this basis, Dr. Barnes computes the 
figures above given. 
He says, how- 
ever: 
"While institutions for the cure 
of tuberculosis are good investments, 
there is good reaaon for thinking that 
institution 
for the 
isolation of far- 
advanced cases would be still better 
Investments.' 


Out of a total of 46,450 hospital days' 
treatment given, 39,147, or 84 per cent., 
were free, the treatment costing the 
»tate on an average |200 per patient. 
Out of 1S8 free cases investigated, 66 
Uad no families and no income on ad- 
mission to the eanitorium. 
Out of 
132 patients having homes, the num- 
ber in the family averaged 6.2, and 
the 
average 
family earning» were 
6.46. 
in 59 cases the families had no 
Income, and in only flva case» were 
there any savings, 
none 
of 
which 
amounted to as much a» |100.

glimpses of fluttering curtains a^d of 
the 
cheerful 
appointments 
of

live In those rooms. 
Verandas with 
chairs, a book or a worktabie are evi- 
dences of the life of the place, Oi^on 
doors speak of the same thing, and of 
the cheerful hospitality which awaits 
one within. 
The houses come to meet 
you—you do not need

them as one would the gates of

Ttxas M«n Invent« Apparatus 
That 
Can «atlly Be Attached to Ordi- 
nary Kitchen Range. 


A steam generating device that can 
bm attached to an ordinary 
kitchen 
range has been invented by a Texas 
man. The generator runs through the 
back a* the stove and is supplied with 
wate-/ from a reservoir at the ends of 
front. A burner is connected with the 
generator and the reservoir has a con- 
ductor, which connects with the gen- 
erator, and has a nozzle with a dis- 
charge orifice that extends inside. By 
this means air is forced through the

Steam 
Generator. 


generator to the burner. 
Of course, 
the amount of steam generated In this 
way will not give as much heat as 
B furnace, but it will heat a few rooms 
or keep a small house comfortable, 
and is especially convenient for those 
days of spring and fall when the fur- 
nace fire has been allowed to 
go 
out. 


CIGAR BOXES OF CARDBOARD 


Such an Excellent Imitation of Spanish 
Cedar That They Readily 
Past 
for the Real Thing. 


There are now made cigar boxes of 
cardboard in such exact imitation of 
Spanish cedar boxes that they might 
anywhere be taken for the real thing. 


Three layers of a cardboard special- 
ly made for the purpose are pressed 
together to produce a board of precise- 
ly the right thickness, and then upon 
the outer side there Is printed, from 
an engraved plate and with 
correct 
coloring, a photographic reproduction 
of a sheet of actual Spanish 
cedar; 
this reproduction showing the grain 
of the wood with all its variations and 
even the tiny little knots, if there are 
any. 


The bottom and the sides for a card- 
board box are cut out all In one piece, 
so that they require neither 
nailing 
nor sewing. 
The end pieces, cut out 
separately, are wire stitched in by ma^ 
chine, and then the cover is put on, 
being hinged with the usual piece of 
muslin. 


These cardboard boxes made In Im- 
itation of cedar are finished In reg- 
ulation manner, paper lined and with 
the usual paper flap to cover the cig- 
ars. 
The outer edges are paper bound 
in the usual fashion. 
In its 
finished 
state the hex contains one nail, the 
nail always found at the center of the 
front edge of the cigar box to hold the 
cover down. 
These boxes sell for 
about 30 per cent, less 
than 
boxes 
made of wood.

ENGINE WITH ONE CYLINDER 


Boiton Man Claims That It Will Revo- 
lutionize Industry—Take« Weight 
Off of Fly Wheel, 


After experlmi^nting for ten years, 
Fred H. Gilè of Boston, who has been 
a clergyman, physician and lawyer iu 
turn, believes that he ha« Invented % 
unlcycle engine which will revolution- 
ize the industry. 


"I began experimenting while I was 
pastor of a church in Scltuate." said 
Mr. Glie, according to 
the 
Boston 
Traveler. 
"My boys were running a 
bicycle shop there and 1 became Inter- 
ested in the mechanism of engines. 
I 
have devoted a great deal of my time 
since then to the 
subject 
and now 
have evolved an engine with only one 
cylinder, which does the work of the 
ordinary four cylinder engine. 
From 
this engine I get six times as much 
power as from an ordinary engine of 
the same size. 


"By my arrangement I have don0 
away with weight on tho fly or bal- 
ance wheel. 
In the ordinary engine 
the balance or fly wheel is the heav- 
iest part of it. but In mine it is the 
lightest part. 
For Instance, while the 
flywheel 
of an ordinary 
engine of 
eight horse power weighs between 300 
and 600 pounds, mine weighs only 40. 
This Is because I get a continuous im- 
pulse and do not need a heavy fly- 
wheel to balance the machine. 


"My engine is practically noiseless 
and either kerosene, alcohol or gaso- 
line may be used in It 
There is also 
less vibration to It. 


"I consider this engine of mine a 
wonderful thing for motor boats, as it 
does away with weight as well as giv- 
ing more power in a small space. 
No 
fire ever comes out of the exhaust, as 
thé engine uses up the charge entire- 
ly. You can't hear any noise from the 
engine six feet away."

Mill to Be Started at El Paso, Tex., 
to Compel Weed to Yield Easy 
Profit to Farmers. 


El Paso, Tex., is to have a paper 
mill alongside the arena in which that 
famous place has had other kinds of 
mills which are more talked about. 
This new mill Is of a good deal of con- 
sequence as compared with the pugi- 
listic mills. 
It is to make paper of 
bear grass. 
Even the thrifty wisdom 
of Texas was not equal to making 
anything but a nuisance of bear grass 
before the paper Idea was worked out 
at St. Louis. 
After five years of suc- 
cess in Missouri, W Paso, in the midst 
of millions of acres of the grass, is go- 
ing to make paper. 
It is claimed that 
the highest grades of paper for or- 
dinary print and commercial uses can 
be made of bear grass, and the prices 
range lower, 
because 
there is an 
abundant supply and the cost is all 
in gathering the grass. 
An acre of 
bear grass makes nearly as much pa- 
per as an acre of Maine spruce trees, 
and the grass grows annually. It look» 
like sharp competition for the spruce, 
which grows in no such hurry as that 
by about 40 years.—Worcester Tele- 
gram.

Statistics. 


In a volume of more than 600 page« 
the London County Council present« 
statistics of much interest. 
The met- 
ropolitan district, made up of the clt^ 
íes, towns and boroughs which com* 
prise the real London, had a popula- 
tion of 7,252,963 in 1910, occupying an 
area of a little more than 692 square 
miles. 
Only 14.8 per cent, of the to- 
tal number of inhabitants, or 670,110 
persons, were entitled to vote in par-, 
liamentary elections, and of these 74.6 
per cent, went 
to the 
polls in the ' 
election of December, 1910, a falling 
off ñ'om the 84.3 per cent, which vot- 
ed in January of that year. 
In 1909 ; 
there were 116,559 births, a decline 
since 1881 from 34.3 to 24.2 a thousand , 
of 
population. 
The 
death 
rate 
fell 
from 19.8 in 1900 to 34.7 a thousand. • 
Phthisis and pneumonia were respon- 
sible for more than 13,000 deaths.

Little 
more 
than 
a 
decade 
has 
passed since all but one of St. Pierre's 
2B.000 inhabitants were destroyed by a 
single blast of ilery ga»ea from 
the 
side of a mountain which until a few 
days befor« had seemed to be no more 
dangerous than Is any softly rounded 
hill In the Catskllls. 
This was among 
the greatest, and it was perhaps the 
most sudd«n and most nearly 
com- 
plete, disaster recorded in the history 
of cities, and before tho eruption thus 
terribly begun came to its end many 
square miles of luxuriant forests and 
of carefully cultivated plantations had 
been reduced to a desolate waste of 
lifeless mud and ashes. 


At tho time it seemed 
Impossible 
that human beings would ever again 
take the risk of living on the slopes 
of Mont Pele, but passengers on tho 
steamers that pass the scene of thla 
colossal tragedy repoi^t that 
already 
broad 
expanses 
of 
sugar 
cane 
aro 
growing on the volcanic deposits and 
that new houses are rising here and 
there among the ruins of tho old town. 


It was inevitable 
that 
this would 
hapi>en. 
Tho site of St. Pierre Is 
better adapted than any other along 
tho cost of Martinique for the con- 
venient transaction of the island's bus- 
iness, and the material sent out by 
the volcano, woi'thless and hopeless as 
it looked at first, has been turned, as 
such material always is, into extreme- 
ly fertile soil by the weathering of a 
few years. 
In those conditions it was 
inevitable that the people would go 
back as they have again and 
again 
to the land around Etna and Vesuvius, 
after similar calamities. 


Possibly, 
and even 
probably, 
Mt. 
Pele will explode again some day, but 
still more probably it will not do so 
for a century, or two, or three, and 
meanwhile there is profit in 
taking 
what is, after all, not a very great risk. 
That Is enough to settle the question 
of St. Pierre's rebuilding. 
The new 
city, unfortunately, is sure to lack the 
charm and plcturesqueness of the old 
one, with its ancient stone houses and 
narrow streets, but business will go 
on In spite of that, and 
St. Pierre 
was iilways a business place, leaving 
Fort DePrance to be official and dig- 
dified. 


If the stories told by Maine wood»J 
men are to be believed they 
enter- 
tain many queer visitors In camp dtfc- 
rlng the winter. 
Among the most fa- 
miliar guests may be mentioned 
the 
chickadees and bloejaye, but these ar« 
by no means the most Interesting call- 
ers.

Egypt to Reclaim Million Acres. 


One of the most costly and compre« 
henslve 
drainage 
projects 
for 
the 
reclamation 
of lands undertaken 
by 
any government in the world, and cer- 
tainly the greatest enterprise of its 
kind in Mediterranean countries, has 
Just been begun by tho Egyptian gov- 
ernment to mako cultivable l.OOO.OOO 
acres of fertile land in tho delta of 
lower Egypt. 
The reclaiming of these 
lands will necessitate an expenditure 
approaching $15.000,000 for 
drainage 
and approximately a like amount for 
irrigation. 
The work as planned will 
require over four years and 
will 
be 
brought to completion about the end 
of 1915. 
The principal object of the 
project is to redeem a tract of unpro- 
ductive land and bring a fertile bul 
now worthless region of the delta un* 
der cotton cultivation. 
When this in 
done It is roughly estimated that the 
Increase in value of the reclaimed and 
improved land will approximate |100,- 
000,000. 
The land to be reclaimed Ig 
90 per cent government owned.
